Against Princeton in 1921 it was twice successfully executed for 
two long gains of about twenty yardi each. 
In the Yale-Harvard game 
in 1921 it was again used with telling effect, gaining twice for long 
distances when it seemed that Yale would bave to kick 
The play is made from the open formation v/ttn a balanced line. 
The Left End cuts across to knock down one of the defensive backs. 
The Left Tackle likewise goes immediately to the defensive backs. 
The Left Guard blocks his opposing guard, and then goes to the 
backs. 
The Center, after passing the ball, blocks the opposing center. 
Tli« Right Guard helps the Right Tackle turn the opposing left 
guard. 
The Right Tackle turns in the guard playing »opposite him. 
This 
guard is a dangerous mau on this play and must be taken out. 
The Right End leads down Into the 
defensive backfield 
to draw the 
left defensive back away from the line of scrimmage and then blocks 
him. 
The Quarterback receives the ball from the center, turns as If to 
give It to the No. 2 Back, and thep with the ball hidden from view tosses 
it to the No. 3 Back. 
The No. 1 Back allows the tackle to come across the line. 
He 
makes certain that the defense guard is eliminated from the play and 
then goes to the defensive back. 
The No. 2 Back fakes receiving the ball from the Quarterback and 
crashes straight ahead Into the line. 
The No. 3 Back takes about three slow iteps toward the right and 
then upon receiving the ball from the Quarterback carries It around 
the right end. 
He should give no indication that he txpects to receive the ball 
The Quarterback should be surje to make the fake distinct: be 
»hould go through every motion of passing the ball to the No. 2 Back. 
He then goes out after the defensive end. 
The success of the plsy depends on the cleverness with which the 
deception is carried out. 
The .defensive tackle and end coming across 
are bound to have their attention deflected to the apparent line buck. 
The fast No. 3 Back will havl *o trouble in eluding them.
